and Curates, aſwell in teſtification of they2 common conſent inthe ſayde doctrine, to the ſtoppyng of the monthes of them 
that goo about to ſlaunder the miniſters of the Church foꝛ diuerſitie of iudgement: as necefary fo2 the inſtruction of 
their people, to be read by the ſayde Parſons, Uicars, and Curates, at they2 poſſeſſion takyng oꝛ firſt entrye 
into theyꝛ Cures : And alſo after that yerely at two ſeuerall tymes., That is to ſay, the Sundayes 
nert folowyng Eaſter day and Saint Pichaell tharchanngell, oz on ſome other Sunday 
within one moneth after thoſe feaſtes, immediatly after the Goſpell. 


Oꝛatmuch as it appertayneth to all Chꝛiſtian men, but eſpectallye to the Miniſters and the paffours of 
0 the Church. being teachers and inſlructours of others, to be readye to geue a reaſon of they: faith when 
Vethey thalbe therunto required: J fo my part nowe appoynted your Parſon,Utcar,oz Curate,hauing bes 

( foe mp eyes the feare of God, and the teſtimonie of my conſctence,do acknowledge koꝛ my ſelfe and require

i fr: that there is but one lyuyng and trur God. of infinite power. wyſdome, and goodneſle, the ma⸗ 
ker and pꝛeleruer of all thynges, and that in vnitie of this Godhead, there be thꝛe perſons of one ſubſtaunce, ofequall 
power and eternitte, the Father, the Sonne, and the holy Ghoſte.

be agreable to Gods woꝛde, and of ryght to appertaine to her hyghneſſz,in ſuch ſozt as is in the late Acte of Parliament 
er pꝛeſſed: and ſithens by her Maieſties Iniunctions declared and expounded, 8 

vi Moꝛcouer, touchyng the Bylhop of Rome, J do acknowledge and conkeſle that by the Scriptures and woꝛde ol 
God. he hath no moꝛe aucthoꝛitie then other Bychops haue in their pꝛouinces a dioceſſes:And thertoze the power which 
he nowe chalengeth. that is, to be the ſupzeme head of the vnfuerſall Churche of Chꝛiſte. and ſo to be aboue all Empe-

molt fo2 the aduauncing of gods gloꝛp.and the edifipng of gods people, both foz that it is in a tounge that may be vnder⸗ 
ſtanded of the people, and alſo foz the doctrine and fourine of miniſtration conteynedin the ſame, a a 
viii Ind although in the administration of Baptiſme. there is neyther exoꝛeilme. ople. ſalt, ſpittle, oz halo winge of 
the water nowe vſed, Ind koꝛ that they were of late peares abuſed. and eſtemed neceſſary, where they perteyne not to the 
lubſtaunce and neceſſitre of the Sacrament, they be reaſonably abolyſhed: nd pet the Sacrament full and perfectly mi 
niſtred to all intentes and purpoſes agreable to the inſtitution of our Sautour Chꝛiſt. 

tx Moꝛeouer Jdo not onelp acknowledge that pꝛiuate maſles were neuer vſed amongeftthe fathers of the pꝛimi⸗ 
tiue Church. I meane publyke miniſtration and recepuing of the Sacrament by the pꝛieſt alone, without a iuſt number 
of communicantes. accoꝛding to Chꝛiſtes ſaping. Cale ve, and eate ye. ac. But allo that the doctrine which mainteyneth 
the maſle to be a pꝛopiciatoꝛy ſacryfice foz the quicke and the dead. and a meane to deliuer ſoules out of purgatoꝛpe, is 
neyther agreable to Chꝛiſtes ozdynaunce, noꝛ grounded bpon doctrine Apoſtolike, but contrarywiſe moſt vngodly and 
molt tuturcous to the pꝛecious redemption of our Sauiour Chꝛiſte, and his onely ſufficient ſacrifice offered once koꝛ euer 
vpon the alter of the croſſe. . | 

r Jam of that minde alſo that the holy Communion oz Sacrament of the body and bloud of Chzit, koꝛ the due obe- 
dicnce to Chꝛyſtes inſtitucion. and to erp2eſle the vertue of the ſame, ought to be miniſtred vnto the people vnder both 
kindes,and that it is auouched by certayne fathers of the Church, to be a plaine ſacreledge to robbe them of the miſtical 
cup.toꝛ whom Chꝛiſt hath ed his molt pꝛecious bloud: Seinghe himſelf hath laid. dꝛinke ye all of this, Conlidꝛing alſo 
that in the time of the aunctent dectours of the Church. as Cipꝛian. Jerome, Juguſftine,Gelaſius, # others. vi, C.yeares

Laſt of all. as J do vtterly diſalowe the ertolling of Images, Relickes,and fayned myracles, and alſo all kindes ofer- 
p:eſſinge god inuiſible in the koꝛme of an olde man. 02 the holy ghoſte in koꝛme of a doue, and all other vapne woꝛchip⸗ 
ping of god, deuiled by mans fantaſy, beſydes o2 contrary to the Scriptures: as wandꝛyng on pilgrimages. ſettyng vp 
of candels, pzaying vpon beades. and ſuch lyke ſuperfficion, which kynde of woꝛkes haue no pꝛomiſe of reward in ſcrip- 
ture, but contrarywyſe thꝛeatnynges and maledictions : So J do exhoꝛt ail men to the obedience of Gods la we. and to 
the woꝛkes of faith, as charitte, mercy, pitie. almes, deuout and feruent p;ayer with thaffectton of the hearte, and not 
with the mouth onely, godly abſtinence and faſtyng, chaſtitie. obedience to the rulers and ſuperiour powers. with ſuch 
lyf5e wozkes and godlynes of lyle. commaunded by God in his woꝛde: which as Saint Paule ſatth, hath pzomiſes both 
of this lyte, and of the Iyfe to come, and are woꝛkes onely acceptable in Gods ſyght. - : : 

Theſe thynges aboue rehearſed, though they be appointed by common o2der, yet do J without al compulſion, with 
kredome of mynde a conſcience, from the bottome of my heart, and vpon moſte ſure perĩ watlion. acknowledge to be true 
aicv agreabie to Gods woꝛd. And therfoze J exho2t pou all of whom J haue cure, heartely a obedientipe to embzace and 
recetue the ſame, that we al iopnyng together in vnitie of ſpirtte, faith, charitie, may alſo at length be ioyned together 
in the kyngdome of God, and that though the merites and death of our Sauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt. To whom with the ka⸗ 
ther and the holy ghoſt be all glozy and empire, nowe and fozeuer. Amen.
